Th* ii* Cm ic us T.t'e Comes From th* 
N i.n i of George ill. 
In Mi-.-our! aud some oilier central 
western -tai**.- there are roads thai are 
culled “ three not* ii roads," 
They are 
public highw ays as distinguished from 
the m ad s that lead to a sawm ill, a 
schoolhouse, a church or an isolated 
farmhouse. 
A three notch road "goes 
somewhere.** 
Preceding along such a 
road, tin* L a ceier L bound, in time, to 
reach a town. 
There lies behind the curious title an 
interesting 
story, 
It 
appears 
that 
King George Iii. decreed that ai! E ng­ 
lish public roads, as king’s highway*. 
should lie m arked with his name, 
la 
the colonies it was often impossible to 
mark tin* roads with tin* cure and 
thoroughness that were used iii Lug 
land, and in the w ilderness it 
was 
enough to n it three notches on the 
largest trees along the roads. 
A fter the Revolution, of course, the 
nam e of 
King George was omitted. 
tint the three notches proved useful in 
a 
m eans of 
m arking 
public 
roads. 
Virginia colonists, it is said, carried 
tin* practice into Tennessee. Kentucky 
and Indiana, and their children, in{ 
turn, carried it into Missouri. 
Originally Missouri had no counties 
Later, when they were formed, the 
state decided that if the task were left I 
to the counties there would be littlej 
road building. 
Accordingly, the state 
constructed 
the 
roads 
aud 
marked 
them 
with 
three 
notches. 
L ater.1 
when Hie counties undertook to build 
roads, they 
were designated In the; 
flintier country by tw o notches. 
Priori 
to and during ttie w ar between the j 
states 
the distinction 
was

ed. and three notch roads were al l 
ways “through roads" th at led frown 
one tow n of importance to another.! 
Two notch roads were less Important; 
highways, and roads not notched ut 
all w ere either rail roads or |>Iank!
